As a rule those who 
issue — not those who receive those free 
tickets are the "dead-heads," usually giv- 
ing fifty cents for that which a five or ten 
dollar bill would not adequately pay for. 
So long as the newspaper editor is expect- 
ed to give liberal notices of entertainments 
before they occur, and theu follow these 
with a generous puff after the show is over, 
he certainly has no place in the "dead- 
head" classification. Indeed, in nine cases 
out of ten the editors would be glad to re- 
ceive half pay for their work and pay two 
prices for the free tickets. They would 
certainly make money bv the operation. 

We may add a few words on the general 
subject of advertising. The publication of 
advertisements is as much in the business 
of a newspaper as the publication of the 
news, and an editorial notice which is de- 
signed to supply tho place of or add value 
to a regular advertisement. Yet there are 
those who ask just such gratuitous notices, 
and this almost as a matter of right. If 
these same persons should be asked to 
make a present of a dozen yards of muslin 
to each purchaser of a merino dress, or a 
dollar's worth of sugar to whoever b)ught 
three pounds of tea, or half dozen free 
"tickets" to whoever engaged twenty seats 
at a coucert, they would resent the demand 
as an insult. 

Yet why should not their wares be giv- 
en away as freely as should and are the 
products of the editor's and publishers la- 
bor and capital? The merchant makes 
his profit aud living by selling his good*. 
The publisher of a newspaper makes his by 
selling his , advertisements, nut by giving 
them away; and when he does thus give 
them in aid of a public library or other 
beneficent object, he deserves thanks as a 
public benefactor, and not iusults as a 
"dead-head,''

tical discipline must be purely moral or 
spiritual in its object, and not attended 
with any civil effects: it can derive no force 
whatever, but from its own justice, the ap- 
probation of an it partial public, and the 
countenance and keeping of the great head 
of the church, universal. Let mc cgain 
aak, is it true that from the decision of 
the General Assembly there is no appeal? 
I answer emphatically, it is not true. 
They say, or it is said for them in a hook, 
that they have no power to alter or amend, 
that the approbation of an impartial pub- 
lic must testify to tltej'atafMM of all of their 
Ot • <>i',„ s, or they derive no force whatever 
because of the source from whence they 
•tnanate 

And may we inquire, what is the appro- 
bation of an impartial public, or in other 
words, what is a healthy public sentiment'.'' 
Is it, or not, a matured judgment of the 
mind, caudidly entertained and manifest, 
whether or not heartily expressed ? And 
if so, wheu such a judgment is formed (for 
our minds will act) what is the obligation 
of each, and of all those whose judgments 
have formed on the side ot justice, truth 
and righteousness, in conflict with powers 
which brook no contradiction, which know 
no shame ? Is it my privilege in such 
cases to express frankly that opinion which 
has, without my seeking, imprinted itself 
upon my mind, or is it not? If I may 
not, then our book is a delusion, our pro- 
fessions to the world uncandid, untrue. 
If I may, then our book has designated 
me as one of those who, having formed an 
opinion of disapprobation of their acts, 
and thus being a portion of public senti- 
ment, I cannot withhold that testimony. 

It is no longer mine, but part and parcel 
of that tribunal to which the General As- 
sembly has appealed for approval or dis- 
approval. They stand or fall, according to 
the decision of an impartial public senti- 
ment. That is, such is her standing be- 
fore the world. But there is another tri 
buna!, she has appealed to. Her deeis- 
sion can derive no force whatever, but from 
it- own justieV and the countenance and 
blessing of the great head of the church 
universal. Public teniimnit moy It just 
or in,jtt*t, but being JalUhli, will be dwi- 
ilrd — but from that other tribunal, the all- 
seeing Eye. there is not escape — the mouth 
of the gainsayer will he stopped and the 
wrong doer will quail. Now this simple 
statement of the case seems to me so truth 
like, that I receive it as true. And if true, 
how docs it contrast with the following, 
from the Pastoral letter of the Presbytery 
of which Dr Mathews is Moderator? We 
n ad as follows : 

Adherence therefore, to the General 
A tnenthtr i* necessary to membership in 
the Presbyterian Church. • * 

Now brethren, the acts of the Assembly 
do not bind the conscience, for God alone 
is Lord of the conscience. Neither do 
these decisions interfere with your pri 
vate opinions or rights." 

In a previous article of the same Pres- 
bytery they do hereby declare their ac- 
ceptance of the Assembly action in regard 
to this Presbytery, and pledge their un- 
fnltering adherance to the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America, 
however much or little we may differ in 
opinion with the Assembly as to its de- 
liverences from time to time." 

It would seem from these extracts of 
their proceedings, that their belief may 
be one way and their actions another way. 
Perhaps it is upon this principle that they 
first exclaim : 4 Tn view of which, and 
in the exercise of the ptaver vcttn! in us 
by the great heed of the church, the 
I'resbytery adjudges and determines, and 
hereby declares, "That so many of them 
as are ruling elders, are thereby suspend- 
ed from the exercise" of the function as 
nearUeert in God's house, until they, in 
good faith renew their adherence and sub 
mission to the Lord in the General As- 
sembly and church of their fathers." And 
having goue thus far, began to fear that 
perhaps their credentials from the great 
head of the church might not have the 
propei sealing to make it pass as genuine, 
they fell back upon the more popular au- 
gust authority — the four to one Assembly, 
ami their authority (not indeed expre-sly 



ter the Elders were made parties with the 
Trustees to hold the legal title to the lots 
and housea of the congregation. Dr. Math- 
ews occupies a residence worth e ght or ten 
thousand dollars belonging to the First 
Presbvterian Church in Shelbyville It is 
rumored that he believes, and so expresses 
himself, that the General Asaembly can de- 
cide to whom belongs this property, wheth- 
er to the church remaining with the old 
Presbytery, being a majority, or to the 
church separating and goiog off with him 
into the >ew Presbytery, being the mi 
nority. With that belief, and in view of 
its consuroation. he has been urging the 
stand still policy, be quiet until my New 
Presbytery shall' send me to the G*eneral 
Assembly where I can vote for and procure 
such action as will secure the property. 
And wh en the congregation would not be 
quiet, and stand till, he adopted the new 
power theory, and acting upon it, set the 
Elders. Hardin. Offutt and Harbison aside, 
and inducted into office others as their 
snceessore, hoping thereby to pass the title 
from our hands into the hands of others. 
For myself, let roe repeat that I never 
signed the paper, the declaration and tes- 
timony. I was in Presbytery when it pass- 
ed that body. I did not vote for it. 

I have neither been in Synod nor Pres- 
bytery, nor offered to go into either, since 
the Genera! Assembly voted the Commis- 
sioners of Louisville Presbytery out of 
that body. I have not offered to attend 
any of our church courts above the ses- 
sion. 

The General Assembly, the Syuod and 
Presbyteries can, by the power of num- 
bers, turn out of their own body, and, as 
far as their influence goes, blacken the 
character of such member, and none of 
our civil courts can compel such ecclesia- 
tical court to open its doors and re-admit 
the expelled one, no matter how pilpably 
irregular his expulsion might have been. 
As an Elder in the Firs; Presbyterian 
Church in Shelbyville, as a spiritual mat- 
ter, I confess that I am thus far at their 
mercy. 

Confession of Faith, chapter xxai, sec. 
•v — "Synods and councils are to handle or 
conclude nothing but that which is eccles- 
iastical, and are not to intermeddle with | 
civil affairs which concern the Common- 
wealth *' 

The Commonwealth, by charter, has 
made me an ageut, to hold iu trust prop- 
erty for the use and benefit of the church, 
and although she cannot interfere and pro- 
tect me or my good name from the wrongs 
of » poTtihjaa tcnlaaiaaifee] tribunal, yet 
when it comes to the questiou of my trust 
duty, the court* of law — the civil tribu 
nals — will see to it, that so far as it re- 
lates to civil matter*, that tic ecclesiasti- 
cal courts must come into her presence 
with clean hands, her acts strictly within 
her own legitimate perscrihed boundary, 
ac lording to her o^wu Constitution. That 
Constitution having expressly di-daiued 
all right to iuterfere with civil matters, 
as not coming within her provision. 

Now I stand as other holders of prop- 
erty; without the reach of General As- 
semblies, without the control of Synods 
or Presbyteries, without the control of 
any, than to the regularly appointed 
courts, to decide according to equity and 
the laws ot the land. To this tribunal 
we look, as guardian* of our rights to 
houses and lands. To that other Tribu- 
nal is safely committed, all, all that is 
worth ' striving for.
